While it is well known per se to apply vacuum to evacuate gases in 
manufacturing molded articles such as exemplified in the teachings of Batchelar 
(US 4,209,483; new art), McClean (US 3,975,479; new art), Noto (US 5,925,297; 
art of record) and Fix (US 3,656,360; art of record), none of the prior art 
references obtained teaches (in the context of the recited claims taken as a 
whole) "venting gases through the non-woven region during curing " (emphasis 
added) in a process of manufacturing a belt. The above references only teach 
applying vacuum before or after curing operation. For this reason, the pending 
claims are allowed.
